NEW YORK, June 14.—Great Bri­ 
tain will save $1,400,000 tomorrow' 
w'hen it pays $70,000,000 in liberty 
bonds to the United States as the 
first payment of interest and prin- 
cipal on its $4,600,000,000 wTar debt, 
financiers closely in touch with Wall 
Street, said today. 
The saving, it 
was said will be effected through the 
purchase of the bonds by the British 
treasury at an average 2 per cent 
below' par, to be redeemed by tho 
United States treasury at par. 
By accepting the payment in liber­ 
ty bonds, it is pointed out, the Unit­ 
ed States government will reduce 
its own war debt by exactly $70,000,- 
000 as it will cancel the bonds. Thus 
Great 
Britain’s 
and 
the 
United 
States* war debts were cut down by 
one stroke. 
Tho payment is the first of 
the 
regular series agreed upon between 
the tw'o governments 
last 
winter. 
The first payment under the agree­ 
ment was made March 15. It was of 
$4,128,OSS and was arranged to round 
out the British figure to $4,600,000,- 
000 so that computation would

easier.

WASHINGTON, June 14.—Prest- 
dent Harding urged the Ameiican 
Legion’s flag conference, opening 
here today, to adopt a code of rules 
and regulations for the proper dis­ 
play of the flag and to include a pro­ 
vision that every American citizen 
should learn to sing the national an­ 
them. 
“While you 
are 
adopting a code 
whereby the citizenship of America 
may show due reverence to the flag,” 
the president said in an address to 
the conference, “I would like you to 
go a step further and insist upon 
Americans being able to sing “The 
Star Spangled Banner.” 
“I have noted audiences singing—i 
I should 
say trying to sing—the 
American National Air, but outside of 
about tw'o per cen they are only 
mumbling or pretending to sing. 
I 
w'ould like to have the spirit of Amer­ 
ica show itself in song. 
I hope you 
will insist upon some suitable pro­ 
vision to that end in your code.” 
While advocating the exercise of 
proper reverence for the flag, the 
president said it should not be forgot­ 
ten that American citizens have an­ 
other 
obligation, 
“to 
maintain In 
America unimpaired the things for 
which the flag stands.” 
Scarcely 150 persons attend the 
opening 
session 
of the conference 
and Mr. Harding in beginning his 
brief address mentioned that the au­ 
dience w'as “rather more limited in 
numbers than the president is accus­ 
tomed to address.” But he added he 
w'as glad to speak because of a “con­ 
sciousness that it is a group of work­ 
ing men.” 
The president's address was fol­ 
lowed by one by Samuel Gompers, 
president of the American Federation 
of Labor, w ho a1, o advocated a more 
widespread respect for the Stars and 
Stripes. 
“I can understand how 
the flag 
means considerably more to the ser­ 
vice men of the republic than It does 
to the ordinary citizen,” the presi­ 
dent said, “but I cannot understand 
why the soldier or the sailor or the 
service man in national defense owes 
any more to the flag than anybody 
else in the United States of Aemircaf 
and so everyth in# we do to bring the; 
flag into proper consideration by the, 
citizens of the republic is entirely; 
commendable and deserves to be cor­ 
dially endorsed.

FOR WINE AXD BEER 


CHICAGO, 
June 
14.—The 
city 
council, In a session punctuated by 
moments of excitement, 
yesterday 
went on record in favor of light wines 
and beer. 
A resolution, introduced by Alder­ 
man Harry Klinke, asked congress to 
amend the dry law so wines and beer 
could be manufactured and sold. 
Alderman Guernsey and other dry 
members denounced the wets, charg­ 
ing they were Inconsistent when they 
voted down an amendment, offered 
by Alderman McKinley, to a resolu­ 
tion offered by Alderman Coughlin, 
which provided against the reestab­ 
lishment of the saloon and provided 
for the enforcement of existing dry 
laws. 
Alderman McKinley explained this 
was the stand taken by Governor 
Smith of New York. 
During the excitement, a number 
of aldermen approached the rostrum, 
but were ordered to their seats by 
Mayor Dever. When some members 
endeavored to explain 
their vote, 
Mayor Dover refused them the floor. 
Alderman Klinke then introduced 
a substitute resolution, worded along 
the same lines as that of Alderman 
Coughlin. A Toll call resulted in the 
adoption of this resolution.

By th e A ssociated P res- 
COLUMBIA, Mo., June 14.—Exper­ 
iments which are being conducted by 
the entomology 
department of the 
University of Missouri have proved 
that the use of calcium cyanide is 
a sure method of exterminating the 
chinch bug, according to Dr. Leonard 
Hazema i of that department. 
The method differs 
from 
others 
used by farmers because it kills the 
bugs instead of merely barring them 
from a given field, as did the old j 
method. 
Although some details of the ap-* 
plication remain to be worked out,1 
the 
department 
recommends the 
plowing of a furrow around the field j 
to be protected, and the mixing of 
the calcium cyanide powder with a 
dust emulsion. 
The process is con- : 
tinued during the migration period 
of the bug. 
The application 
of 
the 
method 
would now probably be used to pro­ 
tect corn fields, as the bugs are leav­ 
ing the fields of ripening wheat to I 
invade growing corn.

T F YOUR family Is fond of spln- 
ach or if you would like to make 
them so, serve: 
Spinach 
With 
Noodles.—Put a 
laver of cooked spinach Into a but­ 
tered baking dish, after chopping 
the spinach until fine; now cover 
with a layer of chopped, cooked 
noodles, sprinkle with grated cheese 
and seasonings, add a cupful of 
milk and bake. 
Curried 
Lamb.—Take one and 
one-half pounds of lamb from the 
neck or leg, two large, thinly-sliced 
onions, one-half cupful of butter, 
one-half 
tablespoonful 
of 
curry 
powder, one teaspoonful of vinegar, 
three-fourths of a tablespoonful of 
flour, one tablespoonful of tomato 
catsup, boiled rice. Wipe the meat, 
cut in one and one-half inch pieces, 
sprinkle with salt and pepper and 
flour. Melt the butter, add the on­ 
ions and meat and cooty until the 
meat Is browned. 
Now add the 
curry and enough boiling water to 
cook. 
Heat slowly to the boiling 
point, add the vinegar and catsup 
and simmer until the meat is ten­ 
der. 
Thicken with flour, season 
with salt and pepper and serve in 
a border of cooked rice. 
Sweet Pickled Cherries. — Stem 
the cherries and pit them, cover 
with a fairly strong vinegar and 
let stand over night; In the morn­ 
ing drain off the vinegar and add 
an equal measure of sugar to the 
cherries. 
Stir for several hours 
until well dissolved, then cover and 
set awny for winter use. Occasion­ 
ally stir for a week or more to be 
sure that the sugar is well dis­ 
solved. A few spices may be added 
to these cherries if desired, but the 
flavor is especially nice with noth­ 
ing but the fruit for flavor. 
Shortcake.—Mix well two table­ 
spoonfuls of sugar, three cupfuls of 
flour, three teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder, then stir in one cupful of 
sweet cream, which has been well 
mixed with two beaten eggs. Beat 
and mix well and spread on two 
shallow tins. 
Spread with butter 
when baked and serve with any 
fresh sweetened fruit.
